Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest art found 
by the examiner for the amended claims is the paper by the inventors, "Quantitative Analysis and 
Molecular Species Fingerprinting of Triacylglyceride Molecular Species Directly from Lipid 
Extracts of Biological Sample by Electrospray Ionization Tandem Mass Spectrometry", which 
was published on-line on June 27, 2001, one day after the filing date of the priority document for 
the instant application. The paper by Houjou et al. "Rapid and selective identification of 
molecular species in phosphatidylcholine and sphingomyelin by conditional neutral loss 
scanning and MS 3 " is not a prior art, as it is published in 2004.
